UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool    plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.   6  during  February  1982 
totaled  41.7  million  pounds.     Deliveries  were 
down   2.5  million  pounds   from  the   previous  month 
and  1.6  million  pounds  above  the  same  month  of 
the  previous  year. 

During  February,    34.6  million   pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class   I  --  down  2.7 
million   pounds   from  the   previous  month  and   down 
0.8  million   pounds   from  February  1981.      The  per- 
centage of  producer  milk  in  Class   I  was  83.07% 
in   February  compared  to  84.55^  the  previous  month 
and  88.20%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during  Feb- 
ruary was   $14.94   per  cwt.   --   down   3  cents   from 
January   1982  and  24  cents   below  February  1981. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  91.0  million  pounds  of 
milk  to   pool    plants   regulated  under   Federal   Order 
No.    12   during   February  1982.      Producer  milk   de- 
liveries were  down  2.6  million   pounds   from  Jan- 
uary 1982  and  were   up  10.9  million   pounds    from 
February  1981. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class   I  milk  as 
used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price  to 
producers   totaled   77.5  million   pounds.      Class    I 
producer  milk  totaled  80.0  million  pounds   in 
January  1982  and  74.1   million   pounds   during  Feb- 
ruary a  year  ago.     Class   I  milk  was  85.32"  of 
the   total    producer  milk  during   February  1982  com- 
pared  to   85.46%  last  month  and  92.50%  during 
February  of  last  year.

PER  CAPITA  FLUID  MILK  SALES 

During  1980,  per  capita  sales  of  fluid  milk 
products   in  the  United  States  totaled  243.9 
pounds  or  about  28.4  gallons.     On  the  average, 
each   American   consumed  143.7  pounds  of  plain 
whole  milk,   73.4  pounds  of  lowfat  milk,  12.1 
pounds  of  skim  milk,    10.5   pounds  of  flavored 
milk  and  drinks,   and  4.3  pounds  of  buttermilk. 
These  are  national   averages.     However,   fluid  milk 
use  per  person  varies  regionally  because  some  of 
the  more  important  factors  affecting  fluid  milk 
consumption  --  retail    prices,   disposable  personal 
income,   population  makeup  --  vary  regionally. 

To  shed  some  light  on  regional   variation  in 
per  capita   fluid  milk  sales,  a  survey  was  made  of 
fluid  milk  sales   in   Federal   milk  order  marketing 
areas   during  1980.      Sales   in   Federal    milk   order 
marketing  areas  represent  total   sales   in  each  of 
the  areas  by  handlers  regulated  under  the  respec- 
tive orders,   by  handlers   regulated  under  other 
orders,   by  partially  regulated  handlers,   and   by 
producer-handlers.      Federal   milk  order  marketing 
areas   include  most  of  the  major  urban  areas   of 
the   country  and  consequently  account   for  about   75 
percent  of  the  total    (Continued  on  page  7)

Milk  production  during   February  total- 
ed 10.3  billion   pounds,    (4.68  million  met- 
ric  tons),   2"  more  than   in   February  1981 
and   3%  above   February  1980. 

Accumulated  milk  production  during  the 
first  2  months  of  1982  totaled  21.4  billion 
pounds  (9.69  million  metric  tons),  compared 
with  20.9  billion  pounds  (9.49  million  met- 
ric  tons),  a  year  ago. 

Production  per  cow  averaged  937  pounds 
during  February,   6  pounds   above   last  year 
and   11    pounds   more  than   February  1980. 

Total   number  of  milk  cows  averaged 
11.0  million   head,   up  1%  from  February  1981 
and  2%  above   February  1980.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  1  POINT 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UNCHANGED 

The  February  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased  1 
point  (.8  percent)  from  January  to  133  percent  of  its  January  - 
December  1977  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Con- 
tributing most  to  the  increase  since  January  were  higher  prices  for 
hogs,  cattle,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn  and  eggs.  Lower  prices  for  let- 
tuce, corn,  wheat,  soybeans  and  asparagus  were  partially  offsetting 
The   Index  was   11    points    (7.6  percent)   below  a  year  ago. 

The   Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers   for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices,   Interest,   Taxes,   and   Farm  Wage   Rates    for   February  was   154 
percent  of  its  1977  base.     This   is  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier 
but   6   points    (4.1    percent)   higher  than  a  year  ago.      Higher  prices 
for   feeder  livestock  were  offset   by   lower   feed  and   fuel    prices. 

The   Ratio  of  Index  of  Prices   Received  to   the   Index  of  Prices 
Paid,    Including   Interest,   Taxes,   and   Farm  Wage   Rates  was   86   for 
the  month  of  February  1982.      The  Ratio  was   unchanged   from  the   pre- 
vious month  and  down   11    points    from  the  same   period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool    plants   regulated  under  Fed- 
eral   Order  No.   13  totaled  68.1 
million   pounds  of  milk   during 
February  1982.      Compared   to   the 
previous  month,   receipts  of  pro- 
ducer milk  were  down   5.1    million 
pounds   and  4.0  million   pounds 
above   February  1981  . 

In   the   February  equalization 
pool,  60.0  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class   I.    Class   I 
producer  milk  was   down   1.9  mil- 
lion pounds   from  last  month,   and 
0.2  million   pounds   below   February 
1981.      Class    I  milk  was   88.111  of 
the  total    during   February  compared 
to   84.60?  the   previous  month   and 
93.86%  during   February  of  the   pre- 
vious year. 

The  uniform  price  to  pro- 
ducers  under  Order  No.    13  for   Feb- 
ruary 1982  milk  was   $15.37  per  cwt. 
The   uniform  price  was   up  5  cents 
from  January  1982   and  was   22  cents 
below  February  1982. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three   Florida  milk 
orders,   571    producers   delivered 
200.1    million   pounds  of  milk   to 
pool    plants.      This  compared   to   577 
producers  and  210.9  million   pounds 
during  the   previous  month  and  432 
producers   and   184.3  million   pounds 
during   February   1981.      Producer 
milk  deliveries    in   February  were 
down  4.87   from  January  1982  and 
were  8.9X  above   February  of  last 
year. 

The  average  milk   delivery  per 
producer  was   12,325   pounds   per  day 
for  all    producers   delivery  to 
plants   under  Federal   Orders   6,   12, 
and   13.      The  average  daily  deliv- 
ery  per  producer  was   10,508  pounds 
under  Order  No.    6;    13,162   pounds 
under  Order  No.    12;   and  12,587 
pounds   under  Order  No.    13.

sales  in  the  United  States.  Following  are  some 
highlights  of  this  survey,  along  with  some  com- 
parisons with  a   similar  survey  made   for  1970. 

(1)  Per  capita  sales  of  total    fluid  milk 
products   show  a  wide   regional    variation.      Per 
person  use   in  the  Pacific  region  was  the  high- 
est,  nearly  9   percent  above   the  national    aver- 
age.     Per  person  use  was  the  lowest   in  the 
South  Atlantic   region,    (which   includes   the 
three   Florida  orders  and  Georgia)   running  about 
14   percent  below  the  national    average. 

(2)  Regional    consumption   patterns    for 
individual    fluid  milk  products  show  even  wider 
variations.     Consumers   in  the  North  Atlantic 
region   drank   the   largest  amount  of  whole  milk 
per  person--22   percent  more  than   the   national 
average  and  87  percent  more  than  consumers   in 
the  West  North  Central    region.     However,   per 
capita   sales  of  plain  lowfat  milk   in   the  West 
North  Central    region  were  the  highest  in  the 
country--more   than   twice  as   large  as    in  all 
markets  combined  and  nearly  five  times  larger 
than  in  the  North  Atlantic  region. 

(3)  On  an  individual   market  basis,   per 
capita  sales  of  total    fluid  milk  items   in  1980 
ranged   from  289.4   pounds    (33.6  gallons)   in  the 
Iowa   market,   to   181.8  pounds    (21.1    gallons)   in 
the  Lubbock-Plainview,  Texas  market.      Per 
capita   fluid  sales   in  the  Florida  markets  were 
as   follows:      Upper   Florida   -   212.5,   Tampa  Bay  - 
219.2,   and   Southeastern   Florida   -   218.6. 

(4)  Between   1970  and  1980,   per  capita 
sales  of  total    fluid  milk  products   in   Federal 
milk  order  marketing  areas  declined  about  1 
percent  annually.      In  1980,   consumers  were 
drinking  about  a   third   less  whole  milk,   more 
than  twice  as  much  lowfat  milk,  about  the  same 
skim  milk,   nearly  three  times  as  much  flavored 
milk  drinks,   and  about  a  quarter  less  butter- 
milk  than   in   1970. 

(5)  Total    fluid  milk  sales  per  person 
declined   in  all    regions   during  the   1970's,   al- 
though there  were  considerable  differences   in 
changes  among  the  various  regions.      Fluid 
sales  declined  11    percent  in  the  East  North 
Central    region  and  almost  10  percent  in  the 
North  Atlantic  region--the  larges  declines   in 
the  1970  to  1980  period.     The  decline   in  the 
South  Atlantic  region  was  6  percent.
